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STANDING  RULES 


1.  The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Poly- 
technic Methodist  Church  shall  meet  on  the  third  and 
fourth  Tuesdays  at  ten  o’clock  except  July  and  August, 
and  then  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  only. 

Circles  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month. 

2.  The  Society  shall  elect  officers  not  later  than  the 
February  business  meeting,  said  officers  to  be  installed 
in  May. 

3.  There  shall  be  a Circle  Co-Ordinator  elected  annually. 
Here  duties  are: 

(a)  Compile  the  reports  of  all  Circles  and  report  at 
the  General  Meeting. 

(b)  Assist  the  president  to  inform  all  officers  of  the 
Society’s  activities. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  se- 
lect a representative  to  each  of  the  following: 

All  Church  Home 
Hospital  Auxiliary 
Church  Women  United 

5.  The  Secretary  of  Supply  will  be  the  Society’s  repre- 
sentative to  the  Methodist  Community  Centers  Council. 

6.  The  Chairman  of  Local  Church  Activities  shall  select 
chairmen  for  the  following  committees: 

Good  Cheer  and  Sympathy 

Hospitality 

Lions  Club 

Meal  Serving 

Nursery 

(a)  The  Good  Cheer  and  Sympathy  Committee  shall 
send  cards  as  directed. 

(b)  The  Hospitality  Committee  shall  be  responsible 
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for  directing  all  fellowship  activities  authorized 
by  the  society. 

(c)  The  Lions  Club  Committee  shall  notify  all  circles 
when  they  are  to  serve  the  Lions  Club. 

(d)  The  Committee  on  Meal  Serving  shall  notify  all 
circles  when  they  are  to  serve  meals  other  than 
the  Lions  Club. 

(e)  The  Nursery  Committee  shall  secure  nursery  at- 
tendants when  needed. 

7.  The  Memorial  Fund  shall  be  set  up  as  follows: 

(a)  There  shall  be  a Memorial  Fund  Committee  of 
three:  each  serving  three  years,  with  one  retiring 
each  year.  These  three  shall  be  elected  by  the 
society,  and  the  member  serving  the  third  year 
will  serve  as  chairman. 

(b)  Request  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee  for 
approval  and  then  submitted  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee for  acceptance. 

(c)  This  fund  shall  be  expended  for  missionary  pur- 
poses only. 

(d)  The  chairman  shall  receive  and  account  for  all 
gifts  to  this  fund. 

8.  A representative  to  the  Commission  on  Education  of 

the  local  church  shall  be  elected  annually. 

9.  These  standing  rules  may  be  changed  by  two-thirds 

vote  of  those  present  at  any  regular  meeting.
